DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group III (claims 27-41) in Paper No. 8 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the classification groups are the same and 
therefore there is no burden to search on the part of the Examiner. This is not found persuasive 
because classification is not the only basis of imposing restriction Groups. In this case the 
inventions are patentably distinct and independent as set out in the restriction requirement. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 27-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

A. Claim 27 is indefinite in that it is not clear whether the "method of treating a malignant 
tumour" comprises the "malignant tumor cells...." - if so it is not clear what is being said 
Amending the claims to recite for e.g. "wherein the malignant tumor comprises tumor cells around 
which tenascin has been deposited. . " may render the claim more definite. . 

B. Claim 27 is ambiguous in that it is not clear what the metes and bounds of "agent" is which 
can inhibit signalling. 

C. Claim 27 is indefinite in the use of "capable of inhibiting" as it is not clear what the metes and 
bounds are of the activity associated with the "capable" is. 

D. Claim 39 is indefinite in that it is not clear what the metes and bound of "peptide" are with 
respect to size, nature etc. 
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E. Claim 40 is indefinite in that it is not clear if the bl integrin binding domain is part of the 
peptide which is the bl integrin itself or whether it a is peptide that binds to the bl integrin. 

F. Claim 41 is objected in that it does not comply with the Sequence rules. The recited peptide 
must be designated by a SEQ ID NO. 

4. Claims appear to be free of the art.
